Since 1960 Black people have had rallying cries such as: “We 
Shall Overcome”; “Power to the People”; and “Nation Time”; however. 
for the Black Brothers and Sisters in the 1980's there can be but 
one rallying motto and that is: “Survival Time.” 

The national administration is forcefully telling us that the 
government is not going to take care of us. But rather than curse 
this unforeseen negative action, we should heed the encourage- 
ment of a Black man who suggests: “Take the first step, stand on 
your feet, there is always help for the meet.”

Good political year 
for ‘Black people’ 


After more than a century of 
“special treatment,” Blacks in the 
United States are just about 
where we were at the start. Both 
Black businesses and profes- 
sionals who serve Blacks are 
struggling to survive today. 
Black-owned hotels, restau- 
rants, grocery stores, drug 
stores, etc., have almost disap- 
peared. Black civil rights organi- 
zations are fighting for their own 
survival -- instead of the 
advancement of Black people. 
-:A few have “made it,” but the 
Biack masses are still the last 
hired, first fired. Although there 
are governmental regulations, 
not withstanding, Black busi- 
nesses still can’t get off the 
ground. 

‘Have we -- as a race -- 
progressed? 

Through court decisions, we 
are now able to sit anywhere on 
the bus, sleep at all of the hotels, 
eat at the best eateries, spend 
our money at all stores, go to alll 
schools -- so forth and so on. 
But, we still have to almost beg 
for the privilege of a decent job. 
Our students, bussed every 

school day, still get inadequate 
education, in segregated 
schools. 

The limit to our ability to rise in 
almost any organization is still 
set by our race. Our vote is still 
the most effective tool we have, 
to achieve our goals. We are 
guilty, in many situations, of 
squandering our votes on worth- 
less issues and candidates who 
don't deliver for Black “people.”

female. We certainly could use 
people like them now. 

Nineteen eighty six can be the 
year when Ohio's Black popula- 
tion begins to regain its former 
political glory. Blind obedience 
to one political party must end. 
Black politicians must truly think 
Black, if they are crying “vote 
Black” -- not transform their way 
of thinking when it benefits them 
individually. 

All of Ohio's urban communi- 
ties have a sizeable Black vote 
and, if it is skillfully used, Blacks 
as a whole will benefit. We can- 
not continue to countenance the 
personalized in-fighting in our 
political-structure. There are 
enough votes among the 
masses, for every deserving can- 
didate to have a chance. Per- 
sonalaggrandizement must 
beginute take’a back seat. Inter- 
nal bickering by Blacks streng- 
thens the anti-Black forces in 
both political parties. 

Remember, on the political 
scene, Black votes helped to put 
all of the elected officials in 
office. Judicial candidates 
appear to be the only Blacks to 
receive a share of the white 
votes. 

Let’s make 1986 a good politi- 
cal year for BLACK PEOPLE -- 
not just for Black politicians. 


The great debate 


As we goto press, the question 
in this gubernatorial election is: 
will they or won’t they? Will 
Richard F. Celeste and James A. 
Rhodes debate the issues of the 
day? Or will they continue to 
make noises about such a 
debate, without actually carrying 
it out? 

Rhodes has said, of course, 
that he wishes to debate -- at the 
hame of Marvin Warner, former 
owner of Home State Bank. The 
argument, of course, is that 
Celeste’s ties to Warner, who 
gave the Celeste campaign 
$36,000 in 1982, caused the fail- 
ure of regulation in the Home 
State affair. Of course, Mr. 
Rhodes conveniently forgot his 
own close ties to Warner, and the 
problems within his own admin- 
istration relative to the regula- 
tions of Home State Bank. 

But neither of these facts is 
relevant. Let us weigh in with a 
sentiment expressed by the 
Rhodes campaign itself: too, 

ch is made of debates, partic- 
ulfrly in this case. 

n the case of James A. 
RB§odes, we know what he will do 
ag governor. He has shown us 
what he will do for 16 years; he 
has been on the political scene 
for 50. His record and positions 
are clear. 

n addition, we have already 
sden Richard F. Celeste for four 
ydars. He made promises in 
1982; he has had four years to 
cary out those promises. He will 
bejudged, not on what he says in 
ary debate, but on what he has 
done. 


This is not to say that debates 
cannot serve a purpose. Where 
there are candidates who are 
unknown to the voters, or are 
seeking a new position, a debate 
may be able to illuminate some 
issues. Pl 

But historically, the debates 
have been a flop. In part, this is 
due to the format; they become 
so structured that there is sel- 
dom true debate, but heads talk- 
ing past one another. 

Additionally, sad to say, there 
is usually more heat than light 
which comes from these 
debates. The Carter-Reagan 
debate in 1980, for example, is 
more memorable for Amy's 
viewpoints on nuclear policy and 
“there you go again” by Reagan 
than any substantive issue. 

Indeed, unfortunately, style 
counts more than substance in 
most of these affairs. The real 
questions of governance -- 
whether one is effective under 
pressure; committed to the 
needs of the broader community; 
effective in developing a clear 
vision and carrying that vision 
through to action -- are the 
things on which a gubernatorial 
candidate should be judged. And 
those are the kinds of things that 
no debate will ever be able to 
measure. 

As the Rhodes/Taft campaign 
people said in arecent campaign 
update, debates are basically 
“beauty contests,” whose value 
at illuminating issues is “ques- 
tionable at best.”

why all of the fuss? We cannot 
hide the fact that these three 
races of people have endured 
untold prejudices, poverty 
and problems, in a socio- 
economic-society that has 
placed them on the bottom 
level of priorities needed to 
upgrade them economically, 
educationally and socially. 

Nakasone is correct again 
in his statement, “Japan has a 
higher intelligence level than 
the United States because 
Japan is a one-race society.” 

While Japan was busy giv- 
ing equal opportunity in edu- 
cation to all of its citizens, 
America, to the contrary, was 
busy denying the same thing 
to many of its citizens. Conse- 
quently, our nation did not 
develop all of its potential 
brainpower. It is still far 
behind not only to Japan, but 
Germany, Sweden and a few 
other European countries in 
this respect. 

Statistics on education in 
this country do not lie. The 
majority of Blacks, Mexicans 
and Puerto Ricans are not 
very well educated. But don't 
blame Nakasone for this fac- 
tor and for commenting on it. 
Instead, blame America's pre- 
judicial society and politicians 
for its existence.

Since | have been’in prison, 
| have read so many articles in 
your newspaper, and I've 
heard from. other media that 
our city (Cleveland), among 
others, has been plagued with 
the problem of our people 
using drugs. 

Three years ago, when | left 
Cleveland to come,tp, prison, 
people 
using drugs as there are 
today, especially those using 
“crack” or cocaine. | once 
used cocaine for a short 
period in my life, but | would 
have never, in a million years, 
dreamed that cocaine use 
would be as widespread as it is 
today. 

| want to give a message to 
the people out there, .espe- 
cially the ones in my home- 
town of Cleveland, young and 
old: Please Leave The 
Cocaine Alone!!

Several weil meaning par- 
ents have written to explain 
why they felt compelled to use 
the deug Ritalin and others to 
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and inattentive child are often 
without all the available solu- 
tions before choosing drugs. 
Although their intentions are 
good, a drug in such a situa- 
tion is chancy at best. A child's 
growing body should not bea 
testing ground for behavior 
altering substances. This is 
truely unintentional child 
abuse. 

Physicians with their busy 
schedules and piles of litera- 
ture from drug companies 
don't often get data regarding 
methods, such as nutrition 
and educational solutions, 
that have been shown over the 
years to be effective. 


Parents revealed their upset 
at being accused of being 
uncaring through their 
actions. Probably they did 


care a great deal for their suf- 
fering children. Parents too 
have not had all the informa- 
tion needed in this area. 


Ohio State University's 
recent studies into the effects 
of stimulants confirmed ear- 
lier research that said stimu- 
lant “does not enhance learn- 
ing and may in fact mask 
academic problems.” 


Even worse than the side 
effects caused while taking 
the drug are the long-term 
effects on growth and drug 
dependence. Dr. Daniel Safer 
of John Hopkins University 
Medical School reported that 
relatively high doses of stimu- 
lants, taken over a period of 
months may permanently 
impair weight gain and growth 
in stature. These effects 
according to him are not 
reversable after the drug is 
discountinued. He also 
pointed out that as the drugs 
provide only maintenance and 
not treatment, they can cause 
long term dependency. 


Health food advocates have 
long contended that food 
additives, pesticides and 


sugar can create havoc inthe | 


body’s functions. A child's dif- 
ficulties could reasonably 
stem from this. There are 
many books available on this 
subject at the local health 
food store and a parent would 
do well to pass on the informa-

Toppling dictatorships

The world was treated to the 
pleasant spectacle of watching 
two of its uglier dictatorships 
toppled from power recently, lead- 
ing to a lot of talk about a world- 
wide resurgence of democracy. 

First.to go was ‘‘Baby Doc,” 
scion of the Duvalier clan that has 
misruled: Haiti for nearly three 
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away untold millions in Swiss 
banks and other havens for ill- 
gotten gains. . 
As they partied behind the walls 
of opluent villas guarded by a 
sadistic private army, the people of 
Haiti had neither food nor free- 
dom. It’s ‘hard to call the Duvalier 
Regime a government; it was more 
like a Mafia: mob terrorizing an 
entire country: - 

A similar description might 

apply to the Philippines. When | 
was there last November, | was 
convinced that President Marcos’ 
days were numbered. People were 
téd up with Marcos’ unconstitu- 
tional rule. 
_, Driven by the election campaign 
that offered a glimmer of hope and 
the outrageous stolen election 
that followed, the people were gal- 
vanized to action. 

While’the actions of the military 
and other sectors both in Haiti and 
the Philippines were important, in 
the final analysis it was the people 
themselves who toppled their illeg- 
itimate rulers. 

In Haiti they controlled the 
streets, evened the score with the 
gangsters of the Tonton Macoute, 
and proved that the regime could 
no longer govern. In the Philip- 
pines, they put their bodies on the 
line, massing in front of the rebel 
army camp and the rebel con- 
trolled television station to protect 
their chosen leaders from Marcos’ 
‘army brigades. 

_ When people lay down in front 
of tanks and show they are willing 
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to die for freedom, no power on 
earth can stop that massive popu- 
lar will. 

Today, we are seeing another 
expression of that will to freedom 
in South Africa. The parallels are 
there, however fervently some 
would deny them. P 

in South Africa, nearly two years 
of popular, resistance has clearly 
demonstrated ‘the illegitimacy of 


the minority white government. - 


Every day brings more deattis, but 
every day also brings a streng- 
thened determination of the black 
majority to continue its struggle 
against its oppressors. 

So just as the handwriting on the 
walls of Haiti and the Philippines 
was unmistakably clear, so too.is it 
apparent that South Africa's racist 
rulers will be toppled by the 
unyielding mass movement 
arrayed against them. 

But untike Haiti and the Philip- 
pines, South Africa’s movement 
away from oprression is likely to 

«be. protracied and bloody. The 
United States can help shorten 
that nation’s agony and avert 
further bloodshed by standing up 
for democracy as it did, however 
hesitantly, in Haiti and. the 
Philippines. 

._There, we helped fly the dicta- 
tors out of the country and pub- 
licly endorsed the popular move- 
ments that drove them from office. 
In South Africa, we can marshall 
world-wide action against South 
Africa, apply stringent financial, 
economic and diplomatic mea- 
sures to insist that aparthied be 
dismantled, and give moral and 

financial support to South Afri- 

cans fighting for their freedom. 
The positive role the U.S. played 
in supporting the movements for 
popular democracy in Haiti and 
the Philippines should be dupli- 
cated by finally placing ourselves 
firmly on the side of freedom in 

South Africa, too.

Because the bill contained 
setasides for women and minori- 
ties, although in separate amounts 
(Ohio’s law did not contain any 
setasides for businesses owned by 
white -females), the next step 
which could be taken would be the 
combining of the two programs. In 
addition, the bill was passed for 
only fouryears, and-therefore had 
to be reauthorized. When Ohio 
passed its setaside law, HB 584, in 
1980, conservative Republican 
legislators attempted to place a 
sunset clause in the bill, which 
would eliminate the program after 
five, or seven years, depending on

Many of my neighbors and my 
family have shared the dubious 
honor of replacing one or more 
stolen bicycles. Some thieves 
were bold enough to steal bicycles 
off front porches or even from 
inside these homes.

| have always tried to convince 
myself that parents will not con- 
done their children taking other 
people's property.

The Ohio State Buckeyes 
will visit undeafeated Big Ten 
Opponent Indiana this Satur- 
day. 

The Indiana Hoosiers has 
two strong areas, both offen- 
sively and defensively. 

Offensively, there is quality, 
speed and depth among the 
receiving corps, a group that 
must rate with any in the 
league. Start with senior Kenny 
Alien, who last year set new IU 
records with 55 catches and 
929 receiving yards. Opposite 
Allen are speedstar Stacy 
Dawsey, who last year aver- 
aged 16.7 yards per catch on 17 
catches and is probably the 
fastest player on the team, and 
junior Ernie Jones, with 16 
grabs for 205 yards, a big-play 
artist. Juniors Tony Buford and 
Darryl Eddigns, the latter a jun- 
ior college transfer, add con- 
siderable depth to the 
wideouts. 

Defensively, the secondary 
is a potentially strong area. The 
leader of the backfield is senior 
Leonard Bell, an All-Big Ten 
candidate. Bell was |U's 
second leading tackler last 
year and garnered three inter- 
ceptions and anchors the 
secondary from his strong 
safety position. Junior Eric 
Coleman returns at one cor- 
nerback. At free safety, senior 
Alex Green, a cornerback last 
year, is in a battle with last 
year's starter Jeff Wade, but 
Green probably has the edge 
after an impressive spring. 

Last week, Indiana beat 
Northwestern 24-7 to open 


their big-ten schedule with a 
win and remain undefeated at 
4-0. 

The Ohio State Buckeyes 
opened their Big Ten play, with 
a 14-0 victory over the “Fight- 
ing Iilini” of Illinois. 

Illinois won the toss and 
elected to defer their selection 
until the second half and Ohio 
State chose to receive. 

Siambekos kicked off left to 
the five and Holland returned 
the kick 28 yards.

OSU was 1st and 10 at the 
Illinois 32 yard line and Work- 
man ran right guard for 6 yards. 

With 2nd and 4 at the Illinois 
26 yard line, Cooper slipped 
thru left of center for 8 yards 


and another OSU first down. 

Four plays later, the first 
quarter ended, with OSU at the 
Iinois 10 yard line. 

On the opening play of the 
second quarter, Karsatos kept 
the ball on an option at left end 
and scored from 10 yards out.

While Ben Espy applauded 
Enaharo’'s performance, he 
added that he did not have 
enough evidence to determine 
whether racism was a factor. 

Forrest Waugh, executive 
director of the Columbus Civil 
Service Commission, was 
more decisive, arguing there 
was “no racism whatsoever” in 
the Enaharo firing, and blasted 
community leaders for charing 
racism in the matter. 

However, the groups leader, 
Rev. Reeves, was unmoved. 
“There’s no doubt in my mind 
that there is racism” in the fir- 
ing of Enaharo, Reeves 
asserted. Reeves said his 
group is planning a meeting 
with Rinehart on Friday, Oct. 
10 at Refuge Baptist Church to 
discuss with him the reasons 
for Enaharo's firing. 

Reeves added that the issue 
is greater than Enaharo; “the 
issue is that the Human Servi- 
ces Department is not dis- 
mantled, and we don't want the 
firing to be saying to us that it’s 
being dismantled.” 

Rinehart has appointed 
department deputy director 
Jane Schoedinger as acting 
director of the department. 


However, community leaders, - 


noting the history of the office, 
are urging that a Black be 
named to the post. 

‘That position, since it was 
created in 1963 or 1964, has 
been held by a person of color. 
It's a very sensitive position in 
the Black community, and we 
think it should remain that 
way,” said Clifford Tyree, who 
is a member of the group.
